In a recent address on vaccination, 
an English lady physician related some 
curious stories illustrating the preva¬ 
lence of smallpox in England just be¬ 
fore Jenner’s time. In advertisements 
for servants it was commonly stipu- 
j lated that they “must be of the Church 
of England and have had the small- 
! pox.” The police. In advertising for 
the apprehension of a counterfeiter, 
gave as one of the marks of identifica¬ 
tion that the fugitive had "no pock- 
holes.” In a letter from a lady to her 
son urging him jo find a husband for 
his youngdaughter.the solicitous grand¬ 
mother wrote that she was not In favor 
of early marriages as a rule, but this 
was an exceptional eaae, for "Angelina 
has not had the smallpox, and at any 
moment the chance of her getting set¬ 
tled In life might be entirely lost. 
Therefore, it is better to get her mar¬ 
ried at once.” 

The question is asked how the center 
of population in the United States Is 
'determined. It is rather an intricate 
mathematical problem, but when Gen¬ 
eral Francis A. Walker was superin¬ 
tendent of the census he explained in 
this way the method by which the point 
is located: Upon an imaginary board, 
shaped exactly like the map of the 
country and having no weight, the pop¬ 
ulation is placed In accordance with the 
distribution shown by the census re¬ 
turns. Each inhabitant is regarded as 
having the same weight. Then the 
point at which the board would exactly 
balance is designated as the center of 
population. It will be a difficult ques¬ 
tion to decide what account may be 
taken of the people In Cuba and the 
Philippines, for they will be important 
factors in locating the next center of 
population if they are included ns in¬ 
habitants of the I’nited States. Hawaii 
and Porto Rico will unquestionably be 
classed as parts of the nation, which 
will tend to draw the center point a lit¬ 
tle south and possibly check its prog¬ 
ress westward from the fact that Porto 
Rico has a population of 815,000, while 
Hawaii has about 107,000 inhabitants. 

After failing in his attempt to reform 
at one fell swoop the warring instincts 
of the world, Czar Nicholas has com¬ 
menced work on a reform entirely 
within his Jurisdiction. He has decided 
to wipe out the dark blot on civilization 
existing for more than two centuries— 
the penal colony of Siberia. This pro¬ 
posed reform is eminently practical and 
In line with the theory that charity be¬ 
gins at home. The Siberian exile sys¬ 
tem of punishment, as It has been car¬ 
ried out in Russia, was a clumsy, 
brutal, and at the same time an ex¬ 
pensive method of dealing with crim¬ 
inals. The herding together of the con¬ 
victs in these penal colonies has not 
only resulted in producing a hell upon 
earth within the colonies, but It has 
handicapped the development of a 
great portion of the Russian empire. 
There is a question whether the latter 
fact has not influenced the Czar's pres¬ 
ent determination to a greater extent 
than uieTe softness of heart and a de 
sire to promote the Interests of hu¬ 
manity. Czar Nicholas is a commercial 
expansionist. The building of the 
trans-Siberian railway suggests his 
evident purpose to develop the agri¬ 
cultural resources of Siberia. The 
maintenance of the penal colonies in 
that region would, in the future its in 
the past, deter the settlement of bona 
tide i>easants. The frequent recurrence 
of famines in the empire has apparent¬ 
ly convinced the Czar of the need for 
improvement of industrial conditions 
and the trans-Siberian railway is a 
part of his plan for remedying matters. 
With the new railway and the Chinese 
markets now being acquired, there is 
no reason to believe that the dream of 
transforming Siberia into a rich agri¬ 
cultural empire soon may not be real¬ 
ized. It will not do to assume that 
these business considerations are the 
only ones that have appealed to Czar 
Nicholas in his decision to abate the 
Siberian penal nuisance. So far as the 
testimony goes the present ruler of the 
Russias is a right-minded man, with 
the best interests of his people at heart. 
Doubtless human influences have had 
a goodly share In shaping his new Si¬ 
berian policy. But even a reform In the 
interests of humanity is always hasten¬ 
ed when backed up by a few business 
incentives. Whatever the inspiration, 
the world will be glad to hear that the 
word "Siberia” is to lose its horror and 
will cheerfully extend to Czar Nicholas 
full measure of credit for the reform. 

Worse than a Dentist. 

There is in Toledo a young grocery 
clerk who would like to meet the in¬ 
ventor of the self-coiling string-holder. 
That man is responsible for the gro¬ 
cery clerk's undoing. 

The clerk got into the habit years 
ago of biting off the string lustend of 
breaking it, after tying bundles. Natu¬ 
rally his teeth protested against the 
practice. At length they gave up and 
wore out. 

He bought false teeth. Before he 
fairly got acquainted with them, so to 
speak, the patent string-holder was es¬ 
tablished in the store.

Now the Wesleyan Methodists are 
among the strongest and most aggress¬ 
ive religious bodies in the United King¬ 
dom; and they are taking a character¬ 
istic way to express their gratitude for 
the prosperity and usefulness which the 
century has brought to them by rais¬ 
ing a “Twentieth Century Fund” of 
one million guineas. 

The money is to be given before Jan. 
1, 1901, and it is intended that it shall 
come as nearly as possible from a mill¬ 
ion givers. Every person who gives a 
guinea is to have his name inscribed 
In a roll, which is to be bound in twen¬ 
ty or thirty volumes and permanently 
preserved. 

When the plan was suggested It 
seemed .a large undertaking and the 
Methodist Conference was ridiculed be¬ 
cause It divided the entire fund among 
various religious objects before a .sin¬ 
gle guinea had been given. It appears 
that the conference knew Its members, 
for at the present time, with much of 
the allotted period remaining, nearly 
three-quarters of the proposed fund 
has been given or is promised. Some of 
it has been subscribed in larger sums, 
but more than half a million guineas 
have been contributed in single-guinea 
gifts. 

No part of the great fund will be used 
In paying church debts, or in sustain¬ 
ing institutions already established. 
It will all go to the extension of edu¬ 
cational work, and to planting new cen¬ 
ters of religious activity. A movement 
looking thus to the future is peculiarly 
appropriate for the opening of the 
century. It is a substantial anil grati¬ 
fying declaration thnt Christianity has 
not lost its hold upon the masses of the 
people and is not manifesting abate¬ 
ment in its endeavors to elevate men 
by its teachings.

A medical mission in Central Moroc* 
co is being successfully carried ou 
among a population of from 000,000 to 
800,000 people, all living in tents. 

Three hundred delegates will repre¬ 
sent the different branches of Method¬ 
ism of America at the ecumenical 
Methodist conference to be held in Lon¬ 
don In the fall of 1901. 

The army and navy department of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
in the Philippines during March and 
April distributed 2,300 papers and mag¬ 
azines, 1,050 colportage books and 350 
New Testaments. 

The Loudon Y. W. C. A. has recently 
formed two new departments. These 
are for the help of blind and deaf girls, 
to whom the advantages of the asso¬ 
ciation are now secured by means spe¬ 
cially adapted to their needs. 

During the agricultural show at 
Windsor, England, the Dean of Wind¬ 
sor conducted an open air service for 
the herdmeu and others connected with 
the show. The dean preached from 
the text: “All the beasts of the forest 
are mine, and the cattle upon a thou¬ 
sand hills.” 

MANILA”NOT A DEADLY - PLACE. 

Americana Can Live There in Com¬ 
fort) Writes a Chicagoan. 

Tlie private soldier’s lot In the Phil¬ 
ippines may not be a bed of roses, but 
reports from civilians connected with 
expeditions make Manila out a very- 
decent sort of place. A Chicago boy, 
whose connection with the govern¬ 
ment gives him a “pull,” writes that 
life is far from unpleasant in our new 
possessions. 

He and two other Americans are 
keeping house. They have a Chinese 
cook, who does ull the marketing. 
They pay him $140 a mouth, which is 
equal to about $05 in American money, 
and he feeds them well and makes his 
profit out of this sum. Each of the 
Americans had a “black boy,” to whom 
he pays $3.50 a month. These boys do 
pretty much everything, except eat and 
sleep and breathe for their masters. 
Before the Americans arrived their 
wages were $1.50, but prices have 
risen. Everything is bought fresh in 
the morning and eaten the same day, 
in order not to attract flies and ants. 
Frozen meat was delivered at 8 cents 
a pound. 

The weather Is not terrific, at least at 
certain seasons. In May, for instance, 
at 0 p. m. the mercury always stood 
close to 80. During the night it went 
down to 78. At noon it was from 91 
to 95, and something like 115 to 120 iu 
the sun. Americans have to be careful 
about exposure in the middle of the 
day, hut the writer said he had been 
out with a camera without injurious 
effects. Auy Indulgence iu alcoholic 
drinks, notwithstanding tlie prevalence 
of the whisky and soda habit, is dan¬ 
gerous. Good water is hard to get, 
however, and even then is used only- 
in coffee and for cooking. Dependence 1 
is placed almost entirely ou bottled j 
waters. 

As to dress, all sorts of costumes are 
In evidence. Three white suits a day 
Is the regular allowance. Au ordinary, 
common American “boiled shirt,” with 
a stiff bosom, can be worn outside the I 
trousers. A collar is necessary, but no 
necktie. Hats and shoes are white. 
Mosquito nettings are vitally Import¬ 
ant In every establishment. 

The conclusions of the writer seem 1 
to be that the American can live in 
comfort In Manila, provided he has 
means and takes care of himself.—Chi- ' 
cago Inter Ocean.

THE OLD-TIME RAQ CARPET. 

Establishments Where Floor Cover- 

ins Is Made from Many H ate rials. 

Those who suppose that the rag car¬ 
pet Industry Is a thing of the past are 
quite mistaken, for the manufacturer 
of rag carpets and of carpets from ma¬ 
terials once used Is a flourishing in¬ 
dustry In almost every large city. He 
who supposes that the rag carpet Is 
confined to the country district la labor¬ 
ing under a delusion, for there are 
thousands on the floors in cities and 
many weavers find employment dur¬ 
ing a large part of the year In making 
more, for the demand, Instead of ceas¬ 
ing, Is apparently on the Increase. 

A rag carpet can hardly be pro¬ 
nounced a thing of beauty. Its Irregu¬ 
larity of appearance, and total lack of 
pattern do not commend It to the at¬ 
tention of the aesthetic. But what it 
lacks In beauty It makes up In utility, 
and every square foot of It is often re¬ 
dolent with memories. The house¬ 
wife who for years has been saving her 
rags for the purpose of having a rag 
carpet can trace back to its origin al¬ 
most every strand In Us substance. It 
Is an epitome of the family history, 
often for a couple of generations. This 
line of blue Is from father’s old army

Few of the many visitors to Fair- 
mount Park, Philadelphia, are fully 
aware of the Important part that sev¬ 
eral of the old mansions scattered over 
the pleasure grounds have played In 
our city’s history. 

Among those which have played a 
conspicuous part In the historic life of 
revolutionary times is the group stand¬ 
ing In the East Park, aud known as 
Mount Pleasant, ‘‘The Dairy,” arid 
Rockland Mansion. The latter place 
was formerly attached to Mount Pleas¬ 
ant, but passed Into the possession of 
John Lawrence In 1750, who was then 
a Councilman and Mayor of Philadel¬ 
phia. It was in one of the rooms of 
this mansion that Gen. Washington and

Color Your Own Pictures. 

Some of our amateur photographers 
may be interested in learning an easy 
way of coloring a photograph nicely 
! .without having first taken lessons in 
drawing or painting. This is the meth¬ 
od: After you have printed wour pho¬ 
tograph, and before you mount it on 
cardboard, hold it against the window, 
placing the picture side toward the 
glass; then sketch clearly on the back 


of the picture the ontllnes of the part* 
to bo colored. When this Is completed 
place the picture side of the photo¬ 
graph against a blotter and apply the 
desired colors to the back of the pic¬ 
ture, keeping within the sketched out¬ 
lines. Then prepare a mixture consist¬ 
ing of ten parts benzine nnd one part 
vaseline, and pour this over the photo¬ 
graph, rubbing it thoroughly into the 
paper with the finger. Do this on the 
face and back of the picture. After 
the picture has become transparent 
through this process let it stand for 
an hour or two, then dry it with a cloth 
and mount it on cardboard. The color 
will show clearly.

Recently Celebrated the GOth Anni¬ 
versary of His Debut na u Violinist. 

Dr. Joseph Joachim, who recently cel¬ 
ebrated the sixtieth anniversary of his 
debut as a violinist and was slgually 
honored at Berlin, Is not so old as ills 
long career would lend one to believe. 
Joachim, It must bo remembered, cume 
before the public, like Rubinstein, 
when he was a child. He Is now 08 
years old. He was born In Hungary 
and studied music at Vienna under Jo¬ 
seph Boehm. Later lie was under the 
care of David and of Moritz Haupt¬ 
mann. His first visit to Paris was in 
1850, by which time, although he was 
only lb years of age, he was already 
celebrated. In the same year, while 
still in his teens, Joachim was appoint¬ 
ed director of the concerts at Weimar, 
and three years subsequently master of

the Chapel Royal at Hanover. His 
title of musical doctor was conferred 
upon him by the University of Cam¬ 
bridge in 1877. Although his fame is 
chiefly due to his rare mastery as an 
Instrumentalist, Joachim is a composer 
of the Schumann school. In 1882 be 
was appointed conductor of the Royal 
Academy of Music at Berlin and mu¬ 
sical director of tho Royal Academy of 
Arts. Oxford has given him her degree 
of doctor of civil law.

RECENT INVENTIONS. 

In nn Improved method of attaching 
bicycle tires to the rims n strip of wire 
Is threaded iuside the tire, with curved 
fingers at the ends of the wire pivoted 
to a central stem In the valve, the latter 
being tightened by the valve cap to 
hold the wire in place.
